mand, and was therefore illewal; that 
the order of Gen. Banks was of itself 
sufficient to legalize the venture of the 
claimants within his department. 

Mr. Justice Swayne now read the opin- 
ion of the court. after affirming the de- 
cree of condemnation, holding that the 
permits were unauthorized by the 
treasury regulations issued by the secre- 
tary of the treasury, and were therefore 
void. Onthe contrary, the permits were 
in conflict with the rules and require 
ments of those regulations, Such grants 
found no warrant in the statute, which 
provided that the president should 
license trade of this nature. The secre- 
tary could only establish the rules by 
which such trade should be regulated 
when established. The orders of Cen. 
Banks, (indorsed by Admiral Farrugut, 
authorizing trade beyond his military 
lines, were clearly void. The president 
only could grant such a license. The 
vessel and cargo bore the stamp of the 
enemy’s propert¥. The paper relied 
upon was a nullity, and gave no protec- 
tion. They were as much liable to cap- 
ture and condemnation as any other 
vessel or cargo leaving a blockaded port 
and coming within reach of a blockading 
vessel, 

LATE FROM WASHINGTON. 
Special Ditpatch to St. Louis Republican. 

WASHINGTON, May 6.—The correspon- 
dence between Gen. Sheridan and Gen. 
Grant, relative to the reconstruction act, 
is made public. It appears that on the 
lat of April Gen. Sheridan telegraphed 
to Gen. Grant, requesting an authori- 
tative decision, showing who were pro- 
hibited from voting under the military 
act, covering,all cases, Receiving no 
reply on the 6th, he again tele- 
graphed to Cen. Grant, informibg him 
that he was in readiness to com- 
mence the registration in New Or- 
leans, and would, in a few days, be 
ready to commence throughout the 
whole state of Louisiana, and stating 
that a reply to his previous telegram ask- 
ing an authoritative decision as to what 
classes are disfranchised is very imper- 
tant. Gen. Sheridan was then forwarded 
a copy of a letter addressed to Cen. 
Grant, by Col. E. D. Townsend, adjutant 
general of the army, in which the secre- 
tary of war acknowledges the receipt of 
the first telegram alluded to, and 
states that it had been submitted 
to the president and cabinet § and 
instructions deferred until the at- 
torney general completes his opinion 
upon the same points beretofore pre- 
sented by Maj.-Gen. Scofield, on refer- 
ence to the president, and now under 
consideration of the attorney general. 
On the eighth of April, Gen. Grant re- 
plied to the last telegram of Gen, Sheri- 
dan in substance that the question as to 
who was inelligible to register was sub- 
mitted to the attorney general, and no 
answer had been received. This tele- 
gram concludes: ‘Go on giving your 
own interpretation to the law until the 
auewer of the attorney general is re- 
ceived,.’’ 

Although the final argument of Attor- 
ney General Stanbery on the Mississippi 
and Georgia injunction cases will not be 
made in the supreme court until Mon- 
day, it is known that the ¢oncluded 
Georgia case was under consultation to- 
day by the judges at their usual Satur- 
day meeting to make up decisions, 

The counsel on behalf of the state are 
confident that they have four of the nine 
judges, who will join in dissenting opin- 
ion.

in her coffin; the ekeleton of their old 
glories against the wall; the slow finger 
of the world’s contempt and the oppres- 
sor’s hate pointing to the sad record of 
their woes and shame. 

How long will the Irving Block, as it 
was in 1564, continue to be the fit symbol 
of the State of Tennessee’ It is for the 
people of Tennessee, not yet disfran- 
chised, to say at the coming election.
